The  property  listed  in  this  catalogue  will  be  offered  and  sold  subject 
to  the  following  terms  and  conditions: 

1.  The  word  “Galleries,”  wherever  used  in  these  Conditions  of  Sale, 
means  the  Kende  Galleries,  Inc. 

2.  The  Galleries  have  exercised  reasonable  care  to  catalogue  and  de¬ 
scribe  correctly  the  property  to  be  sold,  but  they  do  not  warrant  the 
correctness  of  description,  genuineness,  authenticity  or  condition  of 
said  property. 

3.  Unless  otherwise  announced  by  the  auctioneer  at  the  time  of  sale, 
all  bids  are  to  be  for  the  lot  as  a  whole  and  as  numbered  in  the 
catalogue. 

4.  The  highest  bidder  accepted  by  the  auctioneer  shall  be  the  buyer. 
In  the  event  of  any  dispute  between  bidders,  the  auctioneer  may,  in 
his  discretion,  determine  who  is  the  successful  bidder,  and  his  decision 
shall  be  final;  or  the  auctioneer  may  reoffer  and  resell  the  article  in 
dispute. 

5.  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with  the  value  of  the  article 
offered,  or  which  is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional  advance  over  the 
previous  bid,  may  be  rejected  by  the  auctioneer,  in  his  discretion,  if  in 
his  judgment  such  bid  would  be  likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously. 

6.  The  name  and  address  of  the  buyer  of  each  article,  or  lot,  shall  be 
given  to  the  Galleries  immediately  following  the  sale  thereof,  and 
payment  of  the  whole  purchase  price,  or  such  part  thereof  as  the  Gal¬ 
leries  may  require,  shall  be  immediately  made  by  the  purchaser  there¬ 
of.  If  the  foregoing  condition,  or  any  other  applicable  condition 
herein,  is  not  complied  with,  the  sale  may,  at  the  option  of  the  Gal¬ 
leries,  be  cancelled,  and  the  article,  or  lot,  reoffered  for  sale. 

7.  Unless  the  sale  is  advertised  and  announced  as  an  unrestricted  sale, 
or  a  sale  without  reserve,  consignors  reserve  the  right  to  bid. 

8.  Except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  title  will  pass  to  the  highest 
bidder  upon  the  fall  of  the  auctioneer’s  hammer,  and  thereafter  the 
property  is  at  the  purchaser’s  sole  risk  and  responsibility. 

9.  Articles  sold  and  not  paid  for  in  full  and  not  taken  by  noon  of  the 
day  following  the  sale  may  be  turned  over  by  the  Galleries  to  a  carrier 
to  be  delivered  to  a  storehouse  for  the  account  and  risk  of  the  pur¬ 
chaser,  and  at  his  cost.  If  the  purchase  price  has  not  been  so  paid  in 
full,  the  Galleries  may  either  cancel  the  sale,  and  any  partial  payment 
already  made  shall  thereupon  be  forfeited  as  liquidated  damages,  or 
they  may  resell  the  same  without  notice  to  the  buyer  and  for  his 
account  and  risk,  and  hold  him  responsible  for  any  deficiency. 
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10.  If  for  any  cause  whatsoever  any  article  sold  cannot  be  delivered, 
or  cannot  be  delivered  in  as  good  condition  as  the  same  may  have  been 
at  the  time  of  sale,  the  sale  will  be  cancelled,  and  any  amount  that  may 
have  been  paid  on  account  of  the  sale  will  be  returned  to  the  pur¬ 
chaser. 

11.  In  addition  to  the  purchase  price,  the  buyer  will  be  required  to 
pay  the  New  York  City  sales  tax,  unless  the  buyer  is  exempt  from  the 
payment  thereof.

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FOREWORD 


For  twenty  years  the  name  of  Anton  Redlich  has  figured  among  the 
contributors  to  many  of  the  important  loan  exhibitions  of  Vienna 
porcelain  throughout  Europe,  representative  of  which  are  the  Exposi¬ 
tion  d’Art  Autrichien,  Musee  du  Jeu  de  Paume,  Paris,  1937,  and  the 
Prim  Eugen  Austellung,  Vienna,  1933.  His  collection  was  started 
about  1880  by  his  mother,  Mrs.  Flora  Floderer,  whose  interest  lay  in 
examples  of  the  Sorgenthal  period.  By  diligent  search  for  early  speci¬ 
mens  Mr.  Redlich  has  brought  it  to  a  state  nearing  perfection.  By  con¬ 
stant  examination,  sifting  and  discussion,  the  collection  has  acquired 
the  distinction  and  repute  of  that  of  a  museum. 

Seldom  is  the  opportunity  presented  to  students  and  lovers  of  Euro¬ 
pean  porcelain  to  extend  their  knowledge  of  this  particular  field.  To 
collectors  this  public  sale  offers  the  unique  opportunity  to  make  im¬ 
portant  additions  to  their  collections  and  to  fill  in  the  gaps  which 
necessarily  exist  therein  owing  to  the  extreme  scarcity  of  certain  im¬ 
portant  specimens. 

The  origin  of  European  porcelain  is  to  be  found  in  the  efforts  of  the 
alchemist,  Boettger,  working  at  Meissen  in  the  first  years  of  the  eigh¬ 
teenth  century,  to  discover  a  method  of  making  gold.  When  he  acci¬ 
dentally  created  a  brown  porcelaineous  body,  the  King,  August  of 
Saxony,  perceiving  the  commercial  possibilities  of  this  new  substance, 
imprisoned  Boettger  on  an  island  in  the  Elbe  near  Dresden  and  took 
control  of  his  whole  production.  In  1717,  Christoph  Hunger,  Boett- 
ger’s  first  workman,  escaped  from  the  island  and  went  to  Vienna.  Here 
he  encountered  Claudius  Innocentius  Du  Paquier,  an  Austrian  of 
Dutch  extraction,  who  succeeded  in  establishing  a  porcelain  factory 
in  1718.  In  addition  to  Hunger,  Du  Paquier  acquired  the  services  of 
the  arcanist,  Samuel  Stoelzel.  This  factory  was  ultimately  known  as 
the  Manufaktur  Wien. 

Du  Paquier’s  objective  was  the  manufacture  of  fine  porcelains,  not 
for  commercial  trade,  but  purely  for  art,  and  his  clients  were,  in  the 
main,  royal  families,  high  dignitaries  and  noblemen.  Consequently 
the  Du  Paquier  period  of  Vienna  porcelain  rates  high  from  the  stand¬ 
ard  of  artistic  value. 

When  in  1744  Du  Paquier  was  obliged  to  sell  this  establishment  to 
the  state,  the  factory  entered  upon  the  second  of  its  three  classified 
periods.  This  second  period  dated  from  1744  to  1784  and  its  outstand¬ 
ing  genius  was  the  model  master  from  the  Vienna  Academy,  Johann 
Niedermayer. 
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In  1784  the  factory  was  placed  under  the  management  of  Baron 
Konrad  von  Sorgenthal,  whose  name  is  commonly  applied  to  the  third 
period  of  the  Manufaktur  Wien.  This  last  period  produced  porcelains 
almost  if  not  equally  as  famous  as  those  of  the  Du  Paquier  period  and 
owes  much  of  its  importance  to  the  works  of  artists  such  as  Josef  Nigg, 
Leopold  Parmann,  Johann  Weichselbaum,  Johann  Daffinger,  Joseph 
Anreiter,  Klaudius  Herr  and  Anton  Kothgasser. 

The  production  of  the  Vienna  factory  was  of  great  distinction  and 
individuality.  While  the  base  white  of  the  Vienna  porcelain  is  not 
of  the  purest  tone,  the  biscuit  is  distinctive  and  the  decoration  color¬ 
ful  and  gay.  In  decoration  it  draws  its  inspiration  from  the  old  Meis¬ 
sen  school,  sometimes  from  Japanese  Imari,  and  often  from  Chinese 
creations. 

The  collection  of  Mr.  Anton  Redlich  includes  five  ‘Callot’  figure 
caricatures  after  the  early  seventeenth  century  French  artist,  Jacques 
Callot,  which  are  the  only  specimens  known  in  private  collections.  His 
assemblage  of  handsome  plates  comes  largely  from  the  famous  Metaxa 
collection.  The  monthly  art  publication,  Belvedere,  published  by  the 
Belvedere  Museum  in  Vienna,  has  featured  many  pieces  of  this  col¬ 
lection  with  numerous  illustrations. 

Mr.  Redlich’s  Persian  collection  which  is  also  offered  for  sale  con¬ 
tains  many  fine  pieces.  Both  the  pottery  and  the  fabrics  have  enjoyed 
public  exhibition  in  Vienna,  at  the  Kunstgewerbe  Museum  and  the 
Exhibition  of  Oriental  Art.  The  early  brocades  are  of  the  rarest  qual¬ 
ity  and  compare  favorably  with  the  best  known  examples  of  their  type.

THE  DU  PAQUIER  PERIOD 

The  Du  Paquier  Period  is  distinguished  by  four  main  modes  of  decoration: 

1—  Polychrome  chinoiseries 

2—  Laub-und-Bandelwerk  often  with  flower,  fruit,  figural  scenes  and  land¬ 
scapes  in  polychrome 

3—  Similar  motifs  painted  in  black  with  touches  of  gold  (Schwarzlot) 

4—  ‘Indian’  flowers  of  much  the  same  kind  as  those  used  at  Meissen 

These  classifications  are  met  with  in  hybrid  forms  and  in  addition— though  these  are 
rarer— one  finds  mythological  subjects,  genre  painting,  battle  scenes  and  putti. 
Much  of  the  finer  painting  of  this  period  was  decorated  outside  of  the  factory  by 
Hausmaler  (private  enamelers)  or,  as  they  were  called  in  Vienna,  Winkelmaler.  Prac¬ 
tically  speaking,  pieces  of  this  period  are  unmarked.

Painted  in  the  style  of  Japanese  ‘Imari.’

Oval  deep  dish  with  shaped  rim;  richly  painted  with  spray  of  flowers  in  Indian 
style  in  characteristic  Vienna  colors. 

14.  Pair  Du  Paquier  Pistol-handled  Fruit  Knives  and  a  Pair  of  Du 
Paquier  Salts 

Vienna,  circa  1730 

Steel  bladed  knives  with  handles  painted  in  the  Indian  manner  with  flowers;  salts 
of  oval  shape  with  molded  base  painted  in  similar  style.  Also  a  scissors  case  modeled 
in  strapwork  outlined  in  rouge  de  fer,  and  a  pipe  decorated  with  vignettes  containing 
chinoiserie.  6  pieces.  Pipe  from  the  collection  of  Karl  Mayer,  Vienna. 

15.  Two  Du  Paquier  Bonbon  Dishes  and  an  Oval  Tray 

Vienna,  circa  1730 

Small  circular  footed  dish  decorated  with  a  meticulously  drawn  monkey  hunt;  an¬ 
other  of  similar  shape  decorated  with  a  harbor  scene,  repaired;  both  painted  in 
black.  Shaped  oval  tray  painted  with  bird  perched  on  flowering  shrub  in  rouge  de  fer, 
green,  blue  and  gold. 

16.  Du  Paquier  ‘Carlsbad’  Drinking  Cup 

Vienna,  circa  1730 

Urn-shaped  cup  with  loop  handle,  painted  with  panorama  of  Carlsbad  in  black  with 
gilded  rim  and  handle;  inscribed  Carlsbad  underfoot.  Silvered  interior  discolored  by 
the  chemicals  of  the  waters  of  Carlsbad. 

While  it  was  the  custom  of  the  visitors  to  watering  places  to  drink  the  waters  from 
their  own  cups,  this  is  believed  to  be  the  only  known  example.

Painted  in  the  manner  of  a  miniature,  in  black  touched  with  gold  (Schwarzlot),  with 
a  battle  scene.

Comprising  a  claw  and  ball  footed  tray,  shell-shaped  flower  holder  surmounted  by 
a  figure,  four  condiment  containers  and  two  salts.  Decorated  with  floral  sprays  in 
Indian  style  in  rouge  de  fer,  green  and  violet;  slight  restorations,  [see  illustration

blue  sky;  cup  simlarly  decorated  with  Chinese  figures. 

This  is  an  example  of  the  especially  fine  work  done  on  pieces  of  this  porcelain  by 
noted  artists  (Hausmaler)  of  the  time  at  their  homes,  and  therefore  of  exceptional 
rarity,  [see  illustration  plate  ii], 

32.  Du  Paquier  Tankard  Mounted  in  Silver 

Vienna,  circa  1730.  Height,  6i/2  inches.

THE  PERIOD  OF  IMPERIAL  PROTECTION 

In  1744  the  factory,  being  azvarded  Imperial  protection,  began  to  flourish  under  the 
directorship  of  Mayerhofer  aided  by  the  artistry  of  the  master  model  maker,  Nieder- 
mayer.  The  Bindenschild  (arms  of  the  House  of  Austria )  mark  was  introduced.  Upon 
the  discovery  in  Hungary  in  1749  of  a  new  and  better  kaolin  deposit  and  the  use  of 
the  new  paste  there  came  the  decree  that  every  article  made  from  it  should  be 
marked,  under  the  glaze  in  blue,  with  the  Bindenschild.

THE  SORGENTHAL  PERIOD 

Directed,  by  Konrad  von  Sorgenthal,  this  period,  under  the  influence  of  Anton 
Grassi,  brought  to  its  height  the  Empire  mode.  In  1827  th e  blue  mark  was  super- 
ceded  by  the  impressed  Bindenschild  under  the  glaze  and  after  1783  impressed  year 
marks  are  found  as  well  as  impressed  letters  and  painted  numerals  of  the  modelers 
and  painters.  It  was  indeed  a  period  of  splendor.  No  other  factory  boasted  such  a 
formidable  list  of  schooled  painters  and  gilders  and  for  years  it  held  first  place  in 
elegance  among  the  luxury  loving  Austrian  aristocracy.
